the abfolute Impotency, nay, Enmity of corrupted Nature, to 
any [hing fpiritually Good, and confequently of the abfo- 
Jute, indifpenfable Neceflity of the Spirit and Grace of 
Gop, to begin, to carry on, and to perfect,the whole Work 
of a poor Sinner’s Converfion, Sanctification and Salvation ; 
are Principles moft clearly revealed, and ftrongly eftablifhed 
by the Worp of Gon, juftified by the Experience of all the 
Saints, and allowed in Speculation éy all who call theimfelves 
reformed Christians. 

I confefs, the Hoty Spirit hasbeen in a great and |a- 
thentable Meafure fo long departed from theChurches called 
Chriftian ; that many who wear that Name, are tempted to 
think, that all his affecting mighty Operations upon the 
Souls of Men by the preaching of the Gofpel, belonged only 
to the firft Ages of Chriftianity, and to the extraordinary 
Miniftrations of the Apoftles ; and that now, no more is 
neceflary to maké Men good Chriftians, but a mere rational 
Conviétion, of the Defortnity of Vice, and of the Beauty 
andExcellency of Virtue,nor any otherChriftianity neceffary, 
but an external Profeffion of the Namte of CurisT, witha 
general Affent to the Truths of Chriftianity, and a Life un- 
blameable in the Eye of humane Laws,tho’ at the fameTime 
the Sinner be an abfolute Stranger to the Faith of Gon’s 
Ele, and to the indtvelling of the Spirit of Curist,hav- 
ing made no particular Application of Jests Curist te 
himfelf, nor being brought to reft upon him alone for the 
whole of hisSalvation from firft to laft ; and yet ’tis as certain 
as Gon’s Worp is true, that unlefs the honefteft and beft 
Moralift in the World be born again of the Spirit, he cannot 
enter into the Kingdom of Gon ; and if any Man, be he other- 
wife what he will, have not rHE Spirit of Curist he it 
none of his f 

Great, and alas too fuccefsful Endeavours have been ufed, 
to bring Men to reft upon a Miniftry and Ordinances with- 
out THE SPIRIT ; the EYERNAL SPirRIT has been dread- 


full flighted ; his Gifts, his Grace, and peculiar Operations 


upon the Sou/s of Men in their Convertfion, Sanétification, 
Confolation and Eftablifhment in the Ways of God, fcoff’d 
at, reproach’d ; and Contempt thrown on thofe who were 
moft carneft in recommending thefe Things ; and yét per- 
haps fuch Men would think themfelves wronged, not tobe 
accounted Chriftians. 

How 
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How irrational and inconfiftent is the Judgment of the 
Men of the World, who Anow not the Things of the Spirit 
of Gop ! One Man who has a mere Form of Godliness, 
but fhews no Relifb nor Power of it, but only fome Times 
attends Ordinances, being inftruéted out of the Law, and 
feems to live a chafte, honeft, and fober Life,and the World 
allows he does fo, by the Grace of Gop ; another who was 
regardlefs of all Religion, a Sabbath breaker, a Drunkard, 
an unclean Sinner, a prophane Swearer, a Defpifer of Jesus 
Curist, and the great Salvation ; but by a Day of Power 
is put into a deep Concern about his Soul, and earneftly 
crys, What fhall 1 doto be faved, and \becomes, juft, fober, 
chafte, holy, lively, and zealous, for the divine Glory ; 
and yet Men fay, its a Delufion, all Enthufiajm! What 
abiurd Reafoning is this ! What high and aggravated Provo- 
cation to THE Spirit of allGrace! Whether Men will 
hear, or whether they will forbear, it will oncDay he found 
an awful Truth, that Pudlicans and Harlots, fhall enter into 
the Kingdom of Heaven, when the profefled Children of the 
Kingdom, who difcover fuch bitter Enmity at the gracious 
(perations of THE Spirit of the Lorn, fhall be thruft 
down to utter Darknefs, unlefs they repent. The Lorp 
feems to have fome great Event upon the Wheel juft now ; 
and I would fain hope, the Glory of the latter Days is not 
far off. The prefent Convulfions and Reelings among the 
Nations, as well as the ftirring among the dry Bones inS:ot- 
land, America, and other Places, confirm me more and more 
in this Opinion. Gon has given theNew- VeitamentChurch 
a great Promife, concerning the fignal Effufion of the Ho. x 
Spirit, the Accomplifhment of which, is inevery Age to 
be expected by Faith, ‘fob. xiv. 16,17. ‘Fob. xvi. 7,8,9,10. 
Hence the Hoty Guosr is called THE Spirit of that 
Promife, Eph. i. 13. The Spirit that inthe new Covenant 
is promifed, and Believers in all Generations receive the Pro- 
mife of the Spinit through Faith. Gal.iii. 2. 14. The Refidue 
of theSpirit is with our GQD, who in a Way of Sove- 
reignty pours out the Hoty Spirit, when, where, upon 
whomfoever, and in whatever Meafure and Degrees lic 
pleafes : but yet will for this, be inquired of by the Hout 
of //rael to do it for them, Ezek. xxxvi. 27,37- 

Therefore I carneftly befpeak the Prayers of all the faith- 
fulin Cuaisr Jesus, into whole Hands this Narrative may

Rev. and very dear Brother, 


| ery the Time I firft heard af the extraordinary Work 
at Cambuflang, I conceived a good Opinion of it from 
feveral weighty Confiderations. 1 was much perfwaded that 
the Work would appear remarkably to be of Gop, which 
fignified to as many as I convers’d with upon the Subject. 
And notwithftanding of all heard to its Difparagement, and 
to render it ridiculous to the World, as if it had been mere 
Whim and Enthufa/m, or Delufion of Satan,I ftill preferved 
very good Thoughts of it, and ftrong Expe@lations &Ho pe 
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that the Iffue would be good ; but upon your Invitation to 
ime to comeand fee, and give you fome Affiftance, from my 
being an Eye and Ear Witnefs ;_I was very much confirmed 
in my former Thoughts, and do believe that the Work is a 
fpecial, a peculiar and extraordinary Work of Gon, which 
Hiftory can perhaps fcarcely inftance the Paralell of, in its 
different Circumftances, fince the firft Ages of Chriftianity. 
I blefs Gop I had the Opportunity put into my Hand, of 
being prefent to fee and obferve a great Number of Men and 
Women, and fome very young People under deep and bitter 
Convictions and Diftrefs, as ever I knew any particular 
Perfonsto be under at any Time, all eagerly feeking after 
Relicf. Diftrefs like that of a Woman in her very laftPangs 
of Child-birth, longing and crying with Bitternefs forRelief ; 
or of a moft affectionate Perfon deeply afflicted upon the 
Death of their deareft Relation, their Hufband, their Firft- 
born, or only Son ; or like David when made to roar all 
the Day and Night. 1 convers’d with fome who by common 
Fame, and their own voluntary Acknowledgment made with 
Shame and Blufhing, bad been great Debauchees, extreamly 
Wicked, and fcandalous in their former Life, and who came 
to hear Sermon at Cambu/flang with no good Defign, particu- 
larly a Man and/Voman well known to many in yourBounds, 
whom Gop in his Mercy (according to my Judgment) has 
pluck’d as Brands out of the Burning, As they had been 
very wicked, fo their Convictions were very {trong & bitter. 
They were known to be under them for a confiderable length 
of Time, and were put to the utmoft Extremity before they 
met with Deliverance and Outgate ; and yet the Lord in 
Mercy made their Extremity hisOpportunity in working for 
them, and giving them Relief ; and among other Methods 
he dropt in comfortable Scripture Expreffions into their 
Minds, fuch as, be of good Cheer thy Sins are forgiven thee ; 
or as [fai. iv. 10. Fear not Lam with thee, &c. In aWord, 
their Deliverance feems to be agreeable to Gon’s Way of. 
dealing with his People whom he brings from under the Sp: 
rit of Bondage to be under theConduét of the Spirit of Adoption. 
I alfo obferved feveral other Exercifes already mentioned by 
Minifters and others, and particularly the great'Foy fome were 
filled with upon obtaining an Outgate, and the favourySenfe 
they feem'd to have of Religion, of the great Favour and 
Condefcenfion of Gon to them, refolving for the Time to 
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come (through the divine Goodnefs) to love Gon and af 
their Neighbours, and to live holy and exemplary Lives, and 
in a Word to follow tHE Lams whitherfoever he goes. 1 
can further fay, That I never faw fuch a Keennefs,nayGrec- 
dinefs, and fuch clofe Attention to hear the Gofpel as with 
you. For tho’ you and I upon Sabbath ijaft preach’d to ten 
thoufand People, or above that Number as fome thought ; 
yet the whole Multitude feem’d to attend moft clofely, and 
for any Thing I could know without wearying ; for they 
appear’d fill defirous to hear more. ---- J am, 
Rev. and dear Brother, your moft 
affectionate and humble Servant.

| Camb, July 14. 1742. 
O's gloriousEMMANUEL isftill going onto make nume- 
rousConquefts here. It is ot yet quite five AZonths fince 
this Work began in this Place : And in that'Vime I hayeRea- 
fon to think (to his own Praife alone be it fpoken who is the 
Author of thisWork) that above fiveHundredSouls have been 
awakned here,and brought under deepConvictions of Sin,and 
feeling Senfe of thejr lott and perifhing Condition without a 
Saviour, andar¢e now moftly I believe favingly brought 
home to Gop. Ido not in this Number include thofe that 
have been pretending to be under fpiritual Diftrefs, and 
have been difcovered to be mercCounterfeits : Nor thofe that 
appeared to have nothing in their Exercife, but a dread of 
Hell, which, you know, where it goes no further, never 
comes to any faviug Iifue. Some of both thefe Sorts there 
have been, but bleffed be Gan, no great Number, fo far as j 
I could hitherto difcern. Nordo I include thefe who have 
been awakened by Means of Mr. / bitefield’s Sermons in this 
Place ; becaufe I ¢annot pretend to compute them. He has 
| now preached feventcen Sermons here fince he came laft to 
ScoTttanp. Heand Mr. Webfer affitted at difpenfing the 
Lorp’s Supper here, Jaf? Loxn’s Day, and the Day before 
and after, and were both much affifted and countenanced 
jn sheir Sermons and Exhortations, und amore than ordinary 
Concern 
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Contern appeared among the People all along : And parti- 
cularly the Time of Mr. Wohitefield’s Sermon on Monday, 
there was a very great Weeping and Mourning among the 
Auditory. Some reckoned there were more than thirty thou- 
fandPeople here on Sabbath laft : Buta more moderateCom- 
putation with whichMr./V4-----d,who is ufed to fuchThings 
agrees, made them about twenty thoufand. The Tables 
were below the Brae: The whole Work was without Doors 
in the open Air. There were two Tents, and two Miniflers 
imploy’d in {peaking in different Places all Day ; except in 
the Evening, when Mr. /V-----d alone preach’d te all the 
vaft Multitude then prefent. The Tables or Services were 
feventeen in Number, each except the laft, which was not 
quite full, containing about one hundred or’more. And it 
appears by the Tokens gathered in from the Communicants at 
the Tables, that the whole Number of Communicants, was 
above feventeen Hundred : I am perfwaded that it was a 
bleffled Time to very many. O come and let us fing a new 
Song to the Lorn ; far he hath done marvellous Things ; His 
right Hand and his haly Arm hath won him the Victory. And 
et, | am hopeful that we fhall yet fee and hear of far greater 
hings than thefe. 

May the Lorn fend a plentiful Rain of divine Influences 
to Gla/gow his ancient Heritage, whereby Multitudes in it 
may be made to look to him whom they have pierced and 
mourn.

An Account of the fecond Sacrament at Cambuflang: Jn a 
Letter from Mr. M’Culloch to @ Brother, printed in the 

Glafgow Weekly Hiftory, No. 39. 

_ Rev. and dear Brother, 

OU know that we had the Sacrament of the Lorp’s 
Supper difpens’d here, on the 11th of ‘Fuly laft. It was 
fuch a fweet and agreable Time to many, that a Motion 
was made by Mr. Wcbp r, and immediately feconded by Mr. 
Whitefield, that we fhould have another fuch Occafion again 
in this Place very foon. The Motion was very agreeable to 
me, but I thought it needful to deliberate before cominz to 
aRetolution. The Thing propofed was indeed extraordi- 
nary, but f> had the Work in this Place been for feveral 
Months paft. Care was therefore taken to acquaint the &- 
veral Nicetings for Prayer with the Motion, who relifli’d it 
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well, and pray’d for Direétion to thofe concern’d to deter- 
mine in this Matter. The Seffion met next Lord’s Day, 
and taking into Confideration the divine Command to cele- 
brate this Ordinance often, join’d with the cutranedinary 
Work that had been here tor fome Time paft ; and under- 
ftanding, that many that had met with much Benefit to their 
Souls at the laft Solemnity, had exprefs’d their earneft Defire: 
of feeing another in thisPlace fhortly ; and hearing that there 
were many who intended to have join’d at the lait Occafion, 
but were keptback thro’ inward Difcouragements or outward 
Obftru@ions, & were withing foor to {ee anotherOpportunity 
of thatKind here towhichthey might haveAccets. Itwas there- 
fore refolv’d (Gop willing) that the Sacrament of the Lorn’: 
Supper fhould be again difpens’din thisParith on the thirdSos- 
bath of Auguff then next to come,being the 15th Day of that 
Month. And there was firft one Day, and then another, at 
fome Diftance of ‘Time from that; appointed for a general 
Mecting of the feveral Societies for Prayer in the Parith, at 
the Manfe, who accordingly met there on the Days ap- 
pointed, with fome other Chriftians from Places in the 
Neighbourhood : And when the Man/e fometimes could 
not conveniently hold them, they went to the Church ; and 
at one of thefe Meetings, when Light failed them in the 
Church, a good Number, of their own free Motion, came 
again to the Man/?, and continued at Prayers and Praifes 
together, till about one o’Clock next Morning. 

The Defign of thefe Meetings,and theBufinefs which they 
were accordingly imploy’d in (betides fringing of P/a/ms and 
bleffing the Name ot Gop together) was toafi: Mercy of the 
Gen of Heaven te ourfelres : To pray for the Seceders and 
others,who unhappily oppofe this Work of Gon here, & in 
fome other Parts where rt takes Place ; that Ciod would for- 
give their Guilt in this Matter,open their Eyes,remove the 
Prejudites, and convince them that it is indeed his Work, 
and give them Repentance to the acknowledgment of this 
Truth : That the Loan would continue &increafe the blefled 
Work of Coavidion & Converfion here, and in other Place 
where it is begun in a remarkable Me. fure,& ex end it toalf 
theCorners of the Land : And that be would em:nently coun- 
tenance the difpenfing of the 5 
fecond Time in this Place,and thereby to make the Glory of 


this laceer Selemnity to exceed that of the former 
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
